JOHOR 


(Zohor, the southernmost state of Peninsular Malaysia, 
is made up of eight districts comprising Johor Bahru, 
Pontian, Batu Pahat, Muar, Mersing, Kota Tinggi, Kluang 
and Segamat. It has a long coastline flanking the Straits of Malacca 
on its western seaboard and the South China Sea on the east. 


Its capital city, Johor Bahru, or JB’ as it is popularly known, is the 
main administrative centre for the state government and a bustling 
commercial hub. This southernmost Malaysian city sits right next 

to the national boundary between Malaysia and Singapore where 
they are connected via the Causeway. Thirty kilometres southwest 
of Johor Bahru is the Second Link which connects Tanjung Kupang 
to Tuas in Singapore. Located within the district are the Sultan Ismail 
International Airport, Johor Causeway, Second Link and the Johor 
Bahru International Ferry Terminal. 


Johor's vast landscape is characterised by plantations of pineapple, 
rubber, coconut and oil palm on the fringes of which also nestle 
tranquil kampungs and quaint fishing villages. Retaining much of 
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its natural splendours, the state 
has miles of golden sandy beaches 
and beautiful offshore islands with 
clear waters which are excellent 
for diving. It is also endowed with 
several forest reserves. Nature 
lovers will find a visit to the 
Endau-Rompin National Park an 
unforgettable experience. Johor 
also boasts some of the best golf 
courses in the country. 


A land of diverse and distinct 
cultures, its population comprises 
mainly Malays, Chinese and 
Indians and cultural expressions 
can take many forms such 

as dresses, customs, beliefs, 
ceremonies, celebrations, dances, 
games and past times. 
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Johor's modern history began when Datuk Temenggong Daing 
Ibrahim received control of the state through a treaty between 

the British in Singapore and Sultan Ali of Johor in 1855, Datuk 
Temenggong Daing Ibrahim started to develop the state and land 
was opened to the Chinese settlers from Singapore while cultivation 
of pepper was initiated, 


The Temenggong was succeeded by his son, Datuk Temenggong 
Abu Bakar, who is known as the father of modern Johor for 
establishing the state's constitution and developing its modern 
administrative system. He also constructed the Istana Besar, the 
formal residence of the Sultan. 


Today, Johor's economy continues to flourish and exhibits strong 
growth, with healthy industrial development and outstanding trade

Kuda kepang is unique to the 
state of Johor. It is a dance 
performed using woven horses. 
In a kuda kepang performance, 
usually nine horses are used, 
accompanied by the musical 
harmony of the angklung (made 
of bamboo with varying size and 
pitch), gong (rebana) and drum 
(gendang). The dance denotes warriors on horseback in battle and 
slowly gaining momentum until it becomes more vigorous when 
victory is celebrated. 


Ghazal and barongan are the backbone of traditional Malay music 
Ghazal involves a small group of musicians playing both traditional 
and modern instruments and is usually performed at official 
functions.
